REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument and amendment filed (pages 7-9) on 7/23/08 are persuasive as to the point 
that the cited prior art fails to teach a process including the step of discharging droplets 
onto a predetermined discharge area to continuously form a functional film , wherein the 
interval between adjacent droplets in the first direction within the predetermined 
discharge is greater than an interval between adjacent droplets in a second direction 
perpendicular to the first direction within the predetermined discharge area as the 
context of claim 1 . 

2. As to the obvious double patenting rejection, the amendment to the claims is also 
persuasive to overcome the rejection based on the US patent 7,226,642.
